Dear Mr. Hewitts 


We have the facilities for making all sorts of photographs 
of coins. We photogreoh only when we have sufficient number to 
do sO, sometimes once a week, sometimes every other week, 


We, however, camnot promise to do things instantly unless 
you want to pay the price, as we have to have a man come in to do 
the work. We formerly had a man here who did, but he passed away 
a few months ago. 


We charge $3.50 for a 5 x 7 negative, and try to get as 
Many coins as possible on the same negative. Of course it is impossi- 
ble to get copper or silver on one exposure. As mast coins have to 
have both sides shown, it would require two hegatiges. If there are 
any considerable number of coins, you can see the price per coin would 
be much cheaper than if only one or two were done. 


We sometimss photograph coins for several people on the 
Same negative and charge pro rata. If you care to have us do 
this work, you can instruct Mr. Guttag to send the coins to use

Dear Mr. Hewitt: 


Your letter gust at hand. The photographs you sent on 
are excellent. ‘The ohly thing is they may be a little too 
contrausty. Our phographs we try to keep down so they are not 
quite as contrasty and have a little richer tone. This 1s all a 
matter of personal opinion. We used to phograph by daylight 
but lately have been doing about everything by electric light. 


I am enclosing a couple of samples of some things just 
dene. These are phographed on glass so that no shade shows. In 
fact, we do averything this way. 


If you wish on a black background we can do it just as 
well as not but I probably would not be able to phofograph 
things for eis and for someone else on the same negetive. This 
is simply «4 ter of reducing expenses now and then, 


Studying the photoyzphsas you wemt on I should judge 
whoever did it probably air-brushed the pieces slightly, especially 
the copper, so as to bring dttto about the same tone as the 
other pieces, I might be wrongs 


Suppose we have a try at this and if everything is all 
right, well and good. At any rate, a try will do no harm.
